As Canada should 
be the happy home of all her people, 
without reference to race or creed, wo 
are opposed to the introduction of 
sectarian or religious questions, no 
matter by whom introduced Into our 
public affairs, and as full civil and re¬ 
ligious liberty is a principle absolutely 
necessary to our full development as a 
nation, we will protect and defend the 
rights of our citizens as guaranteed to 
them by our constitution in con¬ 
formity and in subjection to the general 
good. With regard to the exciting 
question at issue:—“The Manitoba 
School Question,” we adhere to the 
words and sentiments of the late Hon. 
Sir John A. Macdonald, when he said 
“there may be grievances suffered, or 
wrongs inflicted in religion, education, 
civil liberty, or in any other depart¬ 
ment and, if the final power of decision 
as to yrhat is right or what is wrong 
were vested in the Dominion Parlia¬ 
ment, where is there a vestige of the 
use of the power or the advantage o( 
all the machinery of Provincial Gov¬ 
ernments and Provincial Legislatures.” 

If the Dominion Government is to 
act authoritatively and request the 
Governor General to disallow bills 
which it thinks the Local Legislatures 
ought not to have passed, it will effect¬ 
ually annul and destroy the authority 
of Local Legislatures ami the autono¬ 
my of the Provinces and thus centre 
all authority in the Federal Govei n- 
ment. 1 submit that a Federal Gov¬ 
ernment has no 5 "right to interfere in 
such cases so long as the Provincial 
Legislature acts within the bounds of 
constitutional authority and on tbi-e 
grounds, we decidedly oppose tie 
remedial order. 

Next to tho du&y of upholding the 
constitutional rights of citizenship is 
that of promoting public morality both 
by law and by practice^ The example 
of too many of our legislators, minis¬ 
ters of the crown, and public officials, 
is qot sufficiently in accord with the 
dictates of public morality and has a 
dangerous tendency to lead the public- 
from the path of rectitude. It is 
painfully visible that public life 
through all its stages is deeply tainted 
and corrupt, and the pretended punish¬ 
ment of^a few' criminals can have no 
deterrent' effect on the governments 
hordes who are living and growing 
fat upon the wealth that belongs to 
the people. 

We hold that in the public and offi¬ 
cial life of public servants the same 
principles of* honesty and integrity 
should be adhered to as is exacted from

The preeeut aggregation at Ottawa 
elands piiioriad as the most dishonor¬ 
able, corrupt and vaooillating Govern¬ 
ment that ever disgraced the annals of 
this or any other country. Held to* 
gether by what Blake fitly termed 
“the cohesion of plunder/’ they have 
retained offioe by the most unblushing 
corruption. Whole constituencies 
have been bribed by publio works, and 
the people debauohed with money pil¬ 
fered from tbe publio chest. Money 
has been passed out of tbe treasury to 
dishonsst contractors and political 
wire-pullers to be returned through 
this channel to the credit of the Gov* 
ernment’s election fund, and the Cur* 
ran bridge, the Tay canal, the Con- 
nolly-McGreevy scandals are just a 
few examples of the great corruption 
that has characterized the adminis* 
tration of affairs under the Tory rule. 
Like vultures they have preyed upon 
the vitals of the country, squandering 
our resources, impoverishing the peo¬ 
ple, and by a polioy of restriction 
forcing our kindred to migrate to other 
lands. 

The crisis that has overtaken this 
Government of incompetents is what 
has long been expected. Given lots of 
tether they have practicably hanged 
themselves, and it is an execution or 
suicide that the people of Canada can 
view with complacency not unmingled 
with joy. Ever since Mackenzie 
Bowell assumed the premiership dis¬ 
sension and strife have been in the 
Cabinet. While wo have been regaled 
with fine tales of the unity of the 
Great Tory Government a section of 
the Cabinet has been endeavoring to 
knife the Premier for tbe past few 
months. Like the Happy Family, and 
they are every bit as ill assorted, they 
have Leen kept from rending one an¬ 
other by gorging to repletion at the 
public trough. Now that the people 
have voiced a desire that the trough 
shall be taken from theta they have 
turned upon one another One Min¬ 
ister, Sir Adolphe Caron, accuses an¬ 
other minister, Dr. Montague, of writ¬ 
ing anonymous letters to the Gover¬ 
nor General and Premier seeking to 
compass his ruin. While Montague 
denies that he did so, and some are 
inclined to credit his denial, it shows 
that a number of his colleagues believe 
him capable of just such an action, 
and in fact it is right in line with the 
windy doctor’s past line of procedure. 
He is a good type of the unscrupulous, 
windy and gaseous politician that 
predominates in the United States. 
Taken on his merits no self respecting 
constituency~would elect him as pound 
keeper, still he has been elevated to the 
position of Minister of Agriculture 
and is supposed to represent the in¬ 
terests of the farmers in Parliament. 
Thedisseusionsof the cabinet culminat¬ 
ed in half the ministers tendering their 
resignations to the Premier on Satur¬ 
day. The malcontents are Hon. Geo. 
Foster, minister of Finance; Sir Chas 
H. Tupper, minister of Justice ; Mess¬ 
rs. Haggart, Ives, Montague, Dick¬ 
ey and* Wood. The Premier has ac¬ 
cepted their resignations and will 
endeavor to re-construct the cabinet. 
It is believed in this he will prove un 
successful and that dissolution and an 
appeal to the people will be the out 
come of the matter. In any event the 
defeat of the present Government is 
assured, and the general elections will 
usher in a Liberal Government and an 
era of ecortemy and good government 
in this badiy mismanaged Canada of 
ours. 

It is unnecessary to speculate on the 
causes that lead up to the present 
smash-up. Bowell, as Premier, has 
not been a pronounced success. A 
section of his followers desired to take

ward movement of civilization—if 
such there la to be—moat be kept up 
by whom? It muat be by tbe future 
generations. What, think you, must 
be tbe condition of tbeee future fener¬ 
ations when their manhood la attained, 
If tbe control of the world ie to be 
placed in tbeir handa? You will 
agree, I think, that tbe daya of their 
youth muat be apenfc under oarefol in- 
struotora, must be influenced by the 
very beet examples, and that they 
muat be given every possible oppor¬ 
tunity for phyaioal, intellectual and 
moral development ao that their man¬ 
hood may be marked by fair and 
broad-minded principles, not by nar¬ 
row, selfish ones, which naturally 
would oome from a narrow and selfish 
eduoation. 

It ia evident that if this development 
is obtained, our Public Schools must 
be filled’ with efficient teachers. The 
facts that have given birth to these 
thoughts, are that some Public School 
Trustees are busy in foroing and keep* 
ing down the salaries of good teachers. 
Sensible people must surely say that 
the school is tbe very last place where 
people should act miserly. It would 
be far more economical in the end to 
ourtail expenses in regard to agricult¬ 
ural apparatus, clothing and household 
articles, such as steel ranges, etc. Per¬ 
haps these people will say it is their 
own business. Well, I say that school 
matters are the business of the child¬ 
ren, not of the parents r although the 
latter have full control. 

Let us look at things In the light of 
reason. If a parent Ly hit' influence 
dismisses a satisfactory teacher for 
the sake of saving a few dollars by en 
gaging an inferior, is he not doing his 
children and other people’s children an 
incalculable injury? And how much 
does he save? Only a iew cents when 
it is distributed among the ratepayers 
of the section. He is thus bartering 
the success of his oWn child for a few 
cents of present gain. Such supreme 
selfishness is awful to think of without 
considering it as fact. O ! deliver mfr 
from the thraldom of suejt selfish 
motives! When trustees will haggle 
over twenty or twenty-five dollars on 
the salary of a teacher whom they 
know to be efficient and highly satis¬ 
factory, the public sp rit is very small 
and very much deformed. O men—if 
such ye be—boast hot of the iniquity 
of your own hands! The same un 
fortunate teacher has spent perhaps 
hundreds of dollars for his own edu¬ 
cation and is now putting forth an 
honest effort to make his way in the 
world. Little wonder is it if he be 
over-anxious to rid himself of a most 
unthankful, yet most important and 
praise-worthy performance of duty as 
a Public Bchool teacher. 

It is true it may be argued that 



you think there is justice in striking 
the same scale for both classes ? If 
the same close ami conniving spirit 
prevails the country will soon be de¬ 
prived of good teachers, for other work 
will be sought giving more remuner¬ 
ative returns. Is it any wonder that 
teachers are fitting themselves for law 
medicine, dentistry, etc ? It will soon 
become their sole present object to 
leave tbe teaching profession as soon 
as possible. 

If men without children have con¬ 
trol of public school affairs, let them 
think for a moment that their edu¬ 
cation may have been neglected bo.li 
mentally and morally. If tbe present 
generation are lacking in culture, by 
all means let the next Imbibe as much 
as possible the culture and education 
of the best teachers obtainable. 

Again let the people give the teacher 
all the encouragement they can, not by 
complaining about something they 
cannot improve themselves or by find'

The old man has stuck to the 
ship, however, and cabinet or no 
cabinet will stand by her till she runs 
on the rocks. The reception accorded 
the remedial order by the French and 
Irish Catholics, of Quebec, has been 
another disquieting influence. And 
Fostor and Tupper perceived that they 
could not float into power on a wave 
of sectarian, prejudice, as they had 
vainly hoped. Norwithstanding that 
thoy were pledged to remedial legis¬ 
lation, and that a special session of 
Parliament ndd been called to deal 
with the question, these vote hunting 
politicians saw there was nothing for 
it but to rid themselves of Bowell aud 
the remedial order, or scuttle the ship. 
If the worst came to the worst five 
years of opposition would enable them 
to rehabilitate themselves, as it had 
their late leader, Sir John Macdonald 
onco before. Their actions will go 
lown in the archives of Canadian his¬ 
tory os one of the basest acts of politi¬ 
cal treachery on record. We have 
nothing but respect for the old spartan, 
Sir Mackenzie Bowell, who to redeem 
his pledge would have introduced 
remedial legislation, despite the conse 
quence. Like the famous Jimmie 
Biudsoe, he will stand by the ship, 
and “hold Iter nozzle against the l<Ank 
till the last soul gets & shore.” It 
may be misguided zeal, but it shows 
that the old man is possessed of honor, 
and it is a credit to him that after so 
long an association with such a gang 
he has been able to retain it. But 
what are we to think of the cowardly 
marine; s, who like rats, deserted the 
h-aky old vessel on the first approach 
of the storm. The deluge that Sir 
John Macdonald prophesied is upon 
them'and threatens to engulf them

LIQUID AIR. 


Dr. Linde's Pro««n for linking It on • 
Comn lorclal liaiii. 

II hi otoly about a year since the 
•clentlflc world -was surprised and de¬ 
lighted with Professor Dewar’s bril¬ 
liant series of experiments with liquid 
alr # liquid oxygen, and liquid hydro¬ 
gen and physlcits have Just about 
nad time enough to recover from their 
surprise at these discoveries. Now the, 
announcement comes that Dr. Linde, 
the Inventor of the refrigerating sys¬ 
tem bearing his name, has devised an 
apparatus hardly more complicated 
than a refrigerating machine, whereby 
liquid air can be produced on a com¬ 
mercial scale. He dispenses with the 
carbonic acid and ethylene, which were 
required In the earlier processes, and 
liquifies the air by a cycle of compres¬ 
sions,expansions and coolings which are 
so simple as to remove the production 
of this particular material from the 
laboratory to the factory. But this Is 
only part of the remarkable mechani¬ 
cal achievements which have Just been 
announced. The production of liquid 
air is but a step toward the prepara¬ 
tion on a large scale of fairly pure oxy¬ 
gen. The great source of oxygen Is 
the air, but to separate the oxygen 
and nitrogen in the air has heretofore 
required a complicated process. Dr 
Linde starts, however, with the fact 
that when liquid air Is evaporated the 
nitrogen Is given off first, and then 
the oxygen, so to secure oxygen he 
merely lets his liquid air evaporate 
and collects only the oxygen The cost 
of producing In this way a gas con¬ 
taining 70 per cent, of oxygen Is ei m. 
matj*d to be about 28 cents per lWe 
cubic If the machinery works

"Thi- 
spaee represents the only large unex¬ 
plored area In the southern or valu¬ 
able part of the Dominion. 

"The existence of this blank up to 
this year was rather a reflection on 
out geographical enterprise. This 
area Is larger than the settled port.one 
of either Ontario or (juebec and con 
siderably larger than the State of* New 
11 rk. 1 found that It all belongs tu 
the drainage ana of a single river, 
which was consequently very large in 
a country where the rainfall Is so 
copious. 

“This river turns om to be one of 
the leading geographical features of 
the Dominion, and it seems almost In¬ 
credible that It should have remained 
unknow.l till now. One reason for 
this Is the fact that It 1 m not used for 
transportation by the Hudson Bay 
Company. The great tract of coun¬ 
try which dt drains Is valuable for ag¬ 
riculture. betifr^mostly south of Kng- 
land In latitude, and having a nearly 
level surface, with good soil and very 
little rock. 

"Speaking generally, my route was

The north and south motions of the 
me on aro entirely different. While 
performing Its endless Journey from 
west to east there are two sptcial p r- 
Icds In wh ch It either moves far north- 
word or talus up Us position low down 
In the fouth. In spring the first mo- 
hop Is north, hut afterward the gen¬ 
eral motion is reversed. In D*cembe«ar 
you will note that the full moon oc-wDI 
curs at the most northerly point in 
hei course, and In June at the rm'st 
southerly. This Is why we have most 
light from the full moon of winter and 
hart fiom that of summer. Observa¬ 
tions on these various movements in¬ 
dicate to us the path which the moon 
mow s about the earth, and also shows 
us that that body in different parts of 
Itr orbit Is at varying distances from 
the earth. 

This Indicates that the moon s path 
Is not a circle, but an allpse, having 
the earth in one of Its foci. The moon 
being governed directly and held n 
position by the attraction of the earth, 
holds Its primary movements In a path : 
around our globe, but the attractive 
energy of the sun, and of the giant ( 
planets, perhaps, in a lesser 
pinduces motions in the moon which 
may be summarized briefly as fl, 
ermbinntlon of the six fallowing move¬ 
ments: (1) Its revolution about the 
earth- (2) Us revolution with the earth 
about the sun; (3) the vibrating eccen¬ 
tricity Of Its orbit; (4) the slow direct 
rotation In the “line of apsides ; (5) 
the retrograde rotation in the line or 
nodes, and («) its rotation on Its axis. 

It would he proper to enlarge this 
“note” so as to give a full explanation 
of the causes of each of the above men¬ 
tioned movements, but as each would 
r< quire the use of scores of diagrams 
and technical phrases such afeat can¬ 
not be attempted, as It would take up 
thf whole space allotted to this depart 
jnent.—St. Louis Republic. 


Now Milling l’ru -M. 

In the great west, miners often find 
rivals that have their beds tilled with 
enormous deposits of pepullur bluok 
sand. This sand contains large quan¬ 
tities of' gold dust, which, however, It 
Is extremely difficult to separate from 
the sand, owing to the fact that the 
saml bus very much the same specific 
gravity as gold, and settles in about 
the same way as the preclo'us m<tub 
This sand contains Iron, and it has 
been found profitable to a Ilpiltod ex¬ 
tent, to have the deposits melted; but 
this is not u very paying business; 
therefore a new process has been tried 
with marked success. I3y means of 
Iron magnets the iron particles are 
drawn away from the gold, leaving 
this substance quite dear. After pass¬ 
ing through the apparatus devised tor 
this purpose, ll Is found that forty 
pounds of sand yield one ton of crude 
sand and ore, w-orth about $400 a ton. 
It the machine that Is now being test¬ 
ed does all that is claimed for It, It 
will be of very great value, as it costs 
but about $ 1,000 for a working plant 
capable of handling an enormous 
amount of sand per day,—St, Paul 
ispatch.

Rut It soon entered a 
good sized lake, and after that tribu¬ 
taries fell In from east and west tlU 
it became a i*ig rlvi r. 

T'assistant of min** In J 887 had 
surveyed a portion of this stream, and 
had heard some vague accounts of a 
gfeat river to the north, of which this 
was one of the heads. I began my 
Instrumental survey where my assist¬ 
ant had left off and carried it on all 
the way to the mouth and thence along 
the sea above, to Rupert's House, In 
order to tie It on to a fixed point at 
♦he other end. 

"Our river had now become larger 
than the upper Ottawa. Relow thl-> 
several large tributaries Join It from 
the west. This part of the stream 
has an average depth of 40 feet, and 
It Is seldom interrupted by falls or 
rapids, so that long stretches of It 
would be navigable by steamboats. 

"In all this part of the river there 
is only one human Inhabitant—a lone 
Indian who came over from the Abltlhl 
country a few years ago and tdok pos¬ 
session of a hunting ground the slz* 
of severaT ordinary eountb*. I had 
frequently fallen In tplth this Indian 
when at Grand Lake, whither he had 
come to trade hi* fur* tp the agent 
of the Hudson Hay Company, and he 
acted as guide as far as he knew the 
country. 

“About half way between the water¬ 
shed and the mouth our liver fnlls 
Into the west cud of a lake cal‘j*d 
Mattftknml, which Mrs at right anp.* s 
tp the course of the rlvofT A l<vrgc 
branch from the east, called the Wits- 
wanlpl, falls Into the east end of this 
lake, and the united waters discharge 
by a grout river -.flowing out about 
the middle of its north side, 

“My Indian guide turned back from 
this lake, as he had never traveled 
further. He told me h*> had heard 
from other Indians that th • big rb'ei 
did not fall Into Rupert Bay, will 
however, did not prove correct. 

“On Mattakaml Lake we found an 
old one-eyed Indian who had only this- 
summer come from the Abltlhl coun¬ 
try, and could give us no Information 
about the great river we were to des¬ 
cend to the sea. We were theneefor- 
wrrd obliged to depend upon ourselves, 
and we succeeded in reaching James 
Ray In safety, thinks to the skill of 
my Indians, 

“With the exception of some small 
tracts the whole country Is covered 
with the original forest, Game wtih 
unaccountably scarce, but fish were 
plentiful In all the lakes and streai. •«. 
On reaching Ruperts House w c-ror- 
sed the bay In a sohoomr of tl-o Hud¬ 
son Bay Company to Moose Factory, 
and thence ascended the western 
branch of the Moose River to the Can¬ 
adian Pacific Railway.“

A MACHINE INVENTED IN 8COTLAND 
HIGHLY SPOKEN OF. 



Milkmaid* Hav* How a I>ang»roas Rival 

—Tlta Nm| Invontlun Maid to U« tha 

Moat Niicc »»ful Machine In the Market 

—All »oInto (’loanlln.*** M< cured. 

Milkmaids have a dangerous rival. 
A man has built a milking machine. 
From time immemorial the cow has 
swished her tall over the milk pail, 
and been mistress to a certain extent 
of all she contained. But hereafter 
she will have to accommodate herself 
to a labor-saving device which will 
pay little regard to her feelings in the 
matter. 

This milking machine has been in¬ 
vented in Seotland. if Is said to wofk 
perfectly. It known as the “This¬ 
tle,” and tfn English farm paper says 
of It: 

“The most 4 successful milking ma¬ 
chine yet invented was recently shown 
at the Darlington Fair, where If at¬ 
tracted more Attention than any other 
novelty on exhibition. The mnchlne 
has been so thoroughly tested by ex¬ 
perts that it is now considered to he 
almost perfect, and It has gDiron so 
much satisfaction as to warrant the 
erection of large works for the manu¬ 
facture of^the machinery. Its con¬ 
struction Is bared on the principle or 
suction produced by vacuum in it tept 
cup, which, pressed against the teat of 
a cow. extracts the milk, which is car¬ 
ried off to a receiving pall. While the 
teat is drained of Jts milk, air enter* 
the cup. allowing the former pressure 
to relax, and the teat Is again filled 
with milk from the udder. Vacuum is 
oneo more created In the teat cup, 
which again collapses, pressing out 
the milk into the tube, and It then 
passes to be received as before. The 
exhaustion Is, of course, effected by 
means of an air pump, which can he 
worked by the motive power most con¬ 
venient. 

“The teat cup Is by far the most Im¬ 
portant part of the machine Great 
difficulty was experienced in manufac¬ 
turing the cup on account of the com¬ 
plications of movement required in im¬ 
itating the culf’a lips ffoid tongue, spe¬ 
cial machinery having $o he manufac¬ 
tured for this alone. These teat cups 




with a tuba attached long enough to 

carry the mill t to the glaos cylinder 
or trap on top of the palL Another 
tube connects thib glaes trap with the 
exhaust pipe running overhead. When 
the cupe are placed on the teats and 
the exclusion of air Is complete the 
milk begins to flow, not In a continu¬ 
ous stream, but Intermittently, stream¬ 
ing into the glaos receiver with each 
respiration of the pulsometer, Just as 
it would do when the hand doses on 
the teat In the act of milking, the mo¬ 
mentary Interval between each stroke 
being exactly the same. 

“By aid of the glass receiver the at¬ 
tendant Is enabled to see wllen the 
milk ceases to flow, and then removes 
the cups at once. Bhould the suCtlon 
go on, however, after the milk ceases 
to flow, no Injury will be done. This 
has been fully borne out by practical 
experiment. It Is also worthy of note 
that the milk ’froths’ up In the 'pell 
Jqst the same as If done by hand. The 
friction Is so gentle that the cows seem 
to enjoy being milked by it. 

“A hand machine for four cows, 
with a woman and a lad. Is capable of 
milking thirty cows in less time than 
four women can do It. Larger ma¬ 
chines are being fitted to milk large 
numbers at a time. 

“The* most obvious advantage to be 
derived from a milking machine Ilea 
In the fact that a large number of 
cows can be milked with the employ¬ 
ment of hut few hands. This Is a mat¬ 
ter of greater Importance in dairying 
than in most other lines where ma¬ 
chinery Is sought to be Introduced, be¬ 
cause, while fn other lines it may 
cheapen production. In dairying the 
number of rows that can be kept Is 
limited by the number of hands that 
can bo kept busy on the farm • . 
of the milking hour. 

“An additional advantage |* the 
absolute cleanliness 'that is possible 
with a properly constructed mHohlne. 
it being admitted .that even the most 
strictly clean and careful hand milk¬ 
ers cannot entirely keep Impurities 
, from the milk.’’

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Has Issued a Writ. 

Herrington A W arner have issued a writ 
against the Wrought Iron Range Co’y. of 
Toronto, whose agents are doing business 
throughout this section. As considerable 
interest is being eviooed in the case, an 
Exi'Bkhh representative waited upon Her¬ 
rington A Warner on Monday, and Mr. 
Herrington furnished us with tho following 
particulars; 

Mr. Henrv Creighton, of South Fred 
ericksburgh, purchased a range from the 
Wrought Iron Stove Company, of Toronto, 
in December, and gave a promissory note 
for #69, payable in July. 1896, in payment. 
He was given a warranty in reference ufffae 
stove. The stove didn’t work to his satis¬ 
faction. His wife oouldn’t bake in it, and 
she professes to be a good oaker, having 
been awarded first prize on several occasions 
at the fair here. Mr Creighton saw the 
head agent and complained that the atove 
wouldn’t work Two or three visits were 
mado by the agent, but none of these re¬ 
sulted in making the stove work to the 
satisfaction of either Mr Creighton or his 
wife. Mr Creighton demanded his note. 
It was not returned and this action is Ibe 
result. A writ has been issued and served, 
and stripped of its formal parts these are 
the words ; 

The plaintiff ’s claim is for $100 damages 
fur that the defendants did through their 
servants and agents on or about' the 10 th 
day of December, A.D. 1696. fraudulently 
cbtaiu from the plaintiff his promissory 
note for $69 payable to the order of tht de¬ 
fendants, and for that the defendants did 
on or about the aforesaid date, through 
fraud and misrepresentation, sell to the 
plaintiff an alleged wrought iron range war¬ 
ranted by the defendants to bake aud boil 
and do all kinds of oooking in a work 
manlike manner, whereas sain range was 
not of wrought iron and would not In any 
particular fulfil said warranty, and for the 
labor, troable, and expense incurred by the 
plaintiff in and about said defective range ; 
and that said promissory note be delivered 
up to be canoelled. 

We saw the agent of the Wrought Iren 
Range Company in reference ho the matter, 
and says be won’.d have gladly taken 
back the stove if be ooqld have conscient¬ 
iously done so in jnstioe to |he oompany, 
as it has no doabt injnred bin business. 
He believes the range to be all right and a 
good oooker, and says he is willing to leave 
it to any disinterested baker to judge. 
The Express desires to be perfectly fair in 
the matter, and will refrain from comment¬ 
ing on the ease till after the trial, the out- 
come of whioh ia being watched with in¬ 
terest.

Richmond roads. 

To the Editor of The Express. 

Mr. Editor, in your issue of last week, 
reference is made by your Selby correspon 
dent to some remarks made by one of the 
nominee’s on the day of nomination in 
regard to road expenditure The lateness 
of the season in which the expenditure was 
made appears to have be^n the ground of 
objection. The objection was, 1 consider, 
well taken. As every person who has 
travelled the roads on which the expendi¬ 
ture was made, must know. The expendi¬ 
ture was not made until some time during 
the late autumn when the heavy raius of 
that season prevented the consolidation of 
the material (it being sand) thereby caus¬ 
ing a much wor#e condition of roads, 
greater itioonvenienoe to travel, and im¬ 
mense loss of the money expended, If the 
oouncil's road engineer h&a made a visit 
ot inspection to some portions of hiB autumn 
road improvements during, or immediately 
after one of the heavy rains and witnessed 
the lively efforts of his sandy road material 
to transfer itself from the highway into 
the ditches, he might have drawn some 
conclusions worthy of a place iD his next 
official report. The effort to improve 
heavily travelled road ways with ever so 
liberal an application of “sand and rain 
water” (as your correspondent very aptly 
termed It) must forever stand unique in 
the hiatory of road mailing. But there is
